PARIS, Oct. 23 (AP)—Russian 
Deputy Foreign Minister Andrei 
Y. Vishinsky has rejected the six- 
nation resolution for solving the 
Berlin blockade crisis, an authori- 
tative informant said tonight. 

A Soviet veto of the resolution 
when it comes before the United 
Nations Security Council Monday 
seems to be in the cards. Al- 
though there is no certainty that 
Moscow has given its final an- 
swer, it appeared Vishinsky took 
his stand after consultation with 


the Kremlin. ® 

The informant discosed Vishin- 
sky’s attitude after the Russian 
had conferred for two hours with 
Argentine Foreign Minister Juan 
A. Bramuglia, acting Securify 
Council president and_ leader of 
the six “neutrals” on the Council. 
The neutrals—Argentina, Canada, 
Belgium, Syria, Columbia and 
China—have been trying to settle 
the Berlin dispute since the Unit- 
ed States, Britain and France took 
it to the U.N., charging the blovk- 
ade was a threat to peace.

FINAL DEWEY DRIVE TO AIM 
AT LARGE POPULAR VOTE 


Seeks Larger Margin Than 3,500,000 by 


Which Roosevelt 


Beat Him — To 


Speak in 4 Democratic Cities. 


ALBANY, N.Y., Oct. 23 (AP)— 
Gov. Thomas E., Dewey will in 
vade four Democratic city strong- 
holds next. week in a campaign 
windup aimed at what he hopes 
will be a big popular-vote victory 
Nov, 2. 

The - Republican 
nominee, working here on his 
final speeches, was said by asso- 
ciates to be confident he would be 
elected President by a substantial 
margin in the Electoral College. 

It was represented as his am- 
bition, however, to win by a pop- 
ular vote margin even greater 
than the 3,500,000 by which the 
late President Roosevelt defeated 
him in 1944. In that year, Roose- 
velt polled 25,602,000 votes and 
Dewey 22,006,000. 

The Elcctoral College total was 
much more one-sided. Roosevelt 
received 432 and Dewey 99. 

As the campaign enters its final 
phase, Dewey’s lieutenants are 
saying privately that they hope to 
turn the table on the Democrats 
with as high—or even higher — 
margin of victory in the Electoral 
College. 

But they and Dewey would like 
also to have a 5,000,000 or more 
margin over President Truman in 
popular votes. 

Democrats, of course, contend 
that Dewey will have a deficit, 
but they are not forecasting — 
even privately—any 5,000,000-vote 
victory margin for the President. 

The theory behind the Dewey 
drive for a big popular-vote vic- 
tory, his aids said, is that if he 
were elected by a substantial mar- 
gin over the votes polled by all 
other candidates his hands would 
be strengthened in dealing with 
international problems. 

There is every indication that 
Dewey will continue in the final 
week of campaigning to plug 

a 


presidential 


away at the theme that his elec- 
tion will unify the country and 
serve notice on the world that 
there is no division here over 
foreign policy. 

He will begin this stretch drive 
with a speech Tuesday night in 
the Chicago stadium, just 2 
hours after President Truman has 
occupied the same platform. 

Dewey’s lieutenants count Illi- 
nois safely in his column. They 
say they have no fears for the 
re-election of Senator Wayland 
Brooks and Gov. Dwight Green, 
both Republicans. Thus, Dewey’s 
effort there largely will be direct- 
ed at cutting into the heavy Dem- 
ocratic vote in “hicago itself. . 

Similarly, at Cleveland Wednes- 
day night Dewey will be cam- 
paigning in an area which usually 
turns out a heavy Democratic 
vote, 

The pattern will be repeated at 
Boston Thursday and in New 
York City Saturday night. 

Dewey will give some of his time 
during the week to helping local 
Republicay, candidates as much.as 
he can. 

He is expected to praise Brooks 
and Green if Illinois. In Cleveland; 
Dewey will put in a plug for Gov. 
Thomas J. Herbert, who is running 
for re-election. 

Thursday, on his way to Boston; 
Dewey will barnstorm with train 
talks in Massachusetts for Sena- 
tor Leverett Saltonstall and Gov. 
Robert F. Bradford, who are seek- 
ing re-election. 

Friday he will get his chance to 
pay his compliments to House 
Speaker Joseph Martin, with a 
stop in the latter’s home town of 
North Attleboro, Mass.

The State Depart- 
ment’s “Voice” said that a “first 
h report” revealed the sweep- 
ing August price boosts in Rus- 
sia. All public utility rates 
throughout the Soviet Union were 

ed, it reported. 

The “Voice” commented that if 
this had happened in any West- 
ern country, it would have made 


front page news. It recalled that 
New York newspapers headlined 
the recent five-cent boost in New 
York subway fares. 

But in Russia? “The new rates 
Were instituted with as much 
secrecy as could be mustered 
under the circumstances,” the 
“Voice” said. “They were posted 
discreetly in public places, such 
as railroad stations, and post of- 
fice; but not in the press. 

“The Soviet press, which de- 
votes sw much derision to price 
increases in other countries has 
remained quite silent on the price 
increases that have occurred in 
the U.S.S.R. itself.” 

The reason for this “secrecy,” 
the “Voice” said, is that the Soviet 
Government frequently had prom- 
ised that it would lower prices.

Attempt to Harmonize High Hopes of Mankind With 
Hard Realities of World Is Great Task Facing Next 
President and Secretary of State—Aim of Foreign Pol- 
icy Will Continue to Be Containment of Russia.

HE next President of the United States, and his Secretary of State, will 
be faced with a whole series of foreign policy questions involving choices 
between political ideals and military strategy. The way these questions 
are answered may spell the difference between war and peace and determine 
whether freedom and democracy are to survive in the world. 


It is quite certain that our foreign policy 
will continue to aim chiefly at preserving 
the peace by containing Soviet Russian ex- 
pansion. There is more than one way to 
contain Russian expansion, however, and 
the great task will be to find the best way. 

Foreign policy, in practice, tends to break 
down into questions concerning our actions 
toward other nations. As the name of each 
nation comes up for discussion—whether it 
is Spain, Greece, Palestine (Israel-Trans- 
Jordan), China, Germany or another—it is 
very likely that two very different kinds 
of solutions to the question at hand will be 
proposed. 

Some people will say: ‘‘We need this 
spot as a base in the coming war with 
Russia; we must pick up any stick to beat 
a dog.” Others will say, with as much 
conviction: “If we betray our ideals in the 
name of expediency, we will lose more 
than we gain.” 

The first group of people will be talking 
about short term military strategy—prepar- 
ing for war against Russia. The second 
group will be talking about a longer-range 
kind of world leadership which most Amer- 
icans would like to see their nation take, 
but which some think we can’t afford, 
because of the great danger of war ahead. 

That danger is real. The question, how- 
ever, is whether “strategy” alone will be 
sufficient to meet it. 

It is impossible to know on which side of 
the argument between military strategy and 
political idealism Thomas E. Dewey and 
John Foster Dulles will land, assuming that 
Dewey is elected President and that he 
appoints Dulles as his Secretary of State. 
It is true that Dulles has had a long and 
thorough training in civilian foreign affairs, 

while Secretary of State George C. Marshall 
is a professional soldier, but a preference 
for one or the other of the two approaches 
to foreign policy is not simply a matter of 
wearing a uniform. 

As a matter fact, it can be predicted 
pretty safely that the next President and » 
his Secretary of State, whoever they may 
be, will try to harmonize the claims of 
military strategy with political idealism, 
and to produce a policy which satisfies 
both. Such a policy, safeguarding na- 
tional security and satisfying the ideals 
of humanity, would be very popular, to 
say the least. 

Maybe we can get some idea of how hara 
such a policy would be to devise by looking 
briefly at some of the problems that will 
be presented to the next President and his 


Secretary of State. 
SPAIN. . 
It surprised some people—and annoyed 
the political idealists—when, just recently, 


the newspapers carried items about visits 


of Senator Chan Gurney (Rep.), of South 
Dakota, James A. Farley, Democratic Party 
leader, and Eric Johnston, eminent Ameri- 
can business. man, with the fascist dictator 
of Spain, Gen. Francisco Franco, in Madrid. 
They went to see Franco separately, but 
each came away with about the same story 
to tell, one way or another: the time had 
come, they said, to forgive and forget. 
None of these three men were military 
men, but the fact which underlies their 
statements is that military strategists are 
thinking about Spain as an American base in 
a war with R The theory is that the 
Soviet armies could occupy most of Hurope 
pretty quickly, but would be stopped by 
the Pyrenees Mountains which protect Spain. 
Such strategists have suggested, therefore, 
that we make a “‘deal’’ with Franco, and 


based on military strategy. Britain had 
moved out, creating a power vacuum. If we 
hadn’t moved in, we feared Russia would 
fill the power vacuum, all too eagerly. 


The next President and his Secretary of 
State, however, may well wish-to ponder 
how successful military strategy has been, 
in view of the increasing numbers of guer- 
rillas—recruited, as one foreign correspond- 
ent has said, by Greek Government oppres- 
sion which sometimes literally forces mod- 
erate Greeks to “take to the mountains.” 
A popular, if difficult, course of American 
policy would be one which would discover 
and support moderate democratic influ- 
ences in Greece, lead the nation more rapid- 
ly toward economic rehabilitation and thus 
create a real, democratically. 

: PALESTINE. 

When the United States delegate to the 
United Nations Security Council announced 
last March 19 that this nation was asking 
that efforts to back up the scheme to parti- 
tion Palestine and create a Jewish state be 
abandoned, he was, of course, speaking for 
American military strategy. That American 
action, deplored by idealists, reflected a fear 
that our Middle Eastern oil position would 
be put in danger by a hostile Arab world, 
and that enforcement of the partition 
scheme would mean bringing Russian sol- 
diers to Palestine, to help keep order. We 
wanted to keep Russian soldiers out of the 
Middle East at almost any cost. 


Israel finally carved itself out a nation 
by force of arms, and the United States 
recognized the result. But our ‘policy still 
hangs in the balance between military strat- 
egy and political idealism. 


If Israel:and Trans-Jordan, its immediate 
and strongest Arab neighbor, can be 
brought to agreement, a start will have 
been made toward harmonizing our ideals 
with our military strategy. What is wanted 
is a way to support Israel without antag- 
onizing the Arabs. This should be wort} 
several sleepless nights for the next Presi- 
dent and his Secretary of State. 


CHINA. 


The Republican party platform and. cam- 
paign statements by Candidate Dewey both 
pledge increased aid to China. In effect, 
this means stepping up support for Chiang 
Kai-shek,. despite his corrupt, quasi-totali- 
tarian, one-party Kuomintang rule. 


Military strategists would strengthen the 
hand of Chiang to check the advances of 
Chinese Communist armies and: to halt the 
expansion of Soviet influence inthe Orient. 
Finding moderate, democratic elements is 
no easier in China than in Greece or Spain, 
but Harvard’s John King Fairbank, author 
of “The United States and China,” believes 
that “‘to try to defend ourselves with purely 
military means is simple-minded and self- 
defeating.”’ 


A higher strategy, in harmony with our 
political ideals, he believes should be, 
“first, to champion the cause of China's 
national independence .of foreign powers 
(including Russia). With this -we should 
combine, secondly, a.stand for liberalism— 
individual freedom and ‘individual security— 
as opposed to police-state totalitarianism:

and, thirdly, economic aid for rapid and 
genuine agrarian reforms . . .” 
JAPAN AND GERMANY. 


Shall the former enemy nations be re- 
vived “as is,” for makeweights against Rus- 
sia, or shall we bend our efforts to reform 
them, to implant democratic ideals as a 
hope for the future? Harmonizing these 
two views is perhaps the most difficult task 
of all facing our foreign policy leaders. 

In Europe, it might be possible to create 
a federation of democratic hations in which 
German economic might will be harnessed 
by the political force of all Europeans. This 
is the hope of schemes for a United States 
of Europe, but’ the trick is to avoid offend- 
ing either the nationalistic sensibilities of 
the various European peoples or to over- 
strain the tolerance of Americans, who. 
probably will have to underwrite any Euro- 
pean federation with both guns and butter. 
In Asia, no reasonable scheme for safe- 
gyarding a revived Japanese power has been 
proposed, 

History does not make pleasant reading, 
today, for military strategists who, before: 
1939, thought to revive Germany after 
World War I as a “bulwark against Bol- 
shevism.” Political idealists are not the 
only ones who wonder if a new attempt, 
either in the case of Japan or of Germany, 
is likely to work any better. 

In practice, all efforts to harmonize 
political ideals with military strategy are 
likely to succeed less than _ perfectly. 
Very recent history suggests that we may 
have to be content with first approxima- 
tions, por should we be altogether sur- 
prised if our framers of high policy, with 
the very best of intentions, come up with 
some rather ugly compromises. 

When American forces were about. to in- 
vade North Africa, in 1942, we found it 
militarily expedient to make a “deal’’ with 
Vichy French leaders, including Admiral 
Darlan. The success of this arrangement, 
even in military terms, is still a subject for 
debate, and we have been paying for it 
politically ever since, for our actions not 
only alienated Gen. Charles de Gaulle, but 
also shocked tne masses of pro-Allied and 
anti-Vichy French people. : 

Again, when President Roosevelt and 
Prime Minister Churchill met Stalin at 
Yalta, in February 1945, it was decided to | 
give way to a certain amount of Russian 
expansion in return for Red Army help in 
the war aghinst Japan.’ For this military 
decision we are still paying politically in 
the dearest coin—which yet may include 
World War III. 


Yet even the Yalta Agreement represented 
an attempt to harmonize military strategy 
with political objectives, although it may 
be stretching a point to describe those ob- 
jectives as ideals, since they involved giving 
away other people’s sovereignty. If, by 
conceding to Stalin what he already held, or 
had the power easily to gain by force, we 
could have purchased Soviet friendship and 
co-operation in the postwar world, history 
could say only that worse bargains had been 
struck with less noble purposes.

Weapons Against Inflation 
Available—But Dangerous 


Used Recklessly, Measures 
Now at Hand for Economic 
Control Could Plunge the 
Nation Into a Depression.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 23. 


OTENTIALLY powerful—and danger- 
P ous—weapons are at hand, without ad- 
ditional legislation, for a fight against 
the corroding evil of inflation. These weap- 
ons will be available to whatever. Admin- 
istration takes office next January, should 
it be deemed necessary at that time to take 
further, determined action. 

Here are some of the things the next Ad- 
ministration could do: 

1. The Federal Reserve Board might 
stop supporting the price of government 
bonds, 

2. The Board could increase the re- 
discount rate — the rate of interest at 
which it lends money to member banks. 

3. The Board could further increase re- 
serve requirements of member banks—the 
cash they cannot lend, but must hold 
against their deposit liabilities. 

4. The Board could curtail installment 
buying through regulaticns more strin- 
gent than those it ordered last month. 

5. The execntive department could so 
reduce government expenditures that 
there wonld be a substantial surplus to 
apply against the national debt. 

6. It could reduce exports, and so in- 
crease the available domestic supply of 
goods. | 

7.% could, Republican Congressional 
leaders assert, assume almost unlimited 
powers over the supply of money and 
credit by invoking the 1917 Trading with 
the Enemy Act, under which the Presi- 
dent may “regulate or prohibit the trans- 
fer of credit or payments between, by, or 
through, any banking institution.” 

That is a formidable arsenal of weapons. 
Used recklessly, they could plunge the coun- 
try into the depths“ of depression. It is 
safe to say not many of them will be used 
whoever sits in the White House next year. 

Should President Truman. be returned to 
office, he could hardly abandon his “off 
again, on again, gone again,” program for 
dealing with the inflation problem through 

measures which call for a controlled econ- 
omy to reduce the level of demand and so 
bring it. into balance with supply. Should 
the new President be. Gov. Thomas E. 
Dewey, the people have his word that there 
is no pat sglution. 

Bearing in mind that inflation, as defined 
by Marriner S. Eccles, a governor and for- 
mer chairman of the Federal Reserve 
Board, “ts the condition which exists when 
effective demand exceeds the over-all sup- 
ply of goods and services,” it may be ap- 
propriate to examine. how useful may -be 
the corrective measures available without 
recourse to additional legislation. 

A point to note is that some of these 

' powers ‘lie in the Federal Reserve Board, 
nominally, and to a considerable degree 
practically, independent of the White 
House. But the President nominates the 
Board members, designates the chairman, 
and in practice, the board must work in 
close co-operation with the Treasury and 
has been amenable to policy suggestions 
of the President, 

Now, to consider the available weapons 
against inflation in more detail: 

(1) The Federal Reserve Board might stop 
supporting the price of Government bonds. 
This is the most potent, and most danger- 
ous, of the administrative anti-inflationary 
measures. listed. Government obligations 
would then seek their own market level.

Under the theory of using “unlimited” war 
powers against inflation, reserve require- 
ments could be raised even beyond ‘the 
limits set in that legislation. 


But what happened aftér the legislation 
was adopted? To obtain increased re 
serve funds member banks proceeded 
promptly to sell Government bonds in the 
guaranteed Federal Reserve Board market. 
The money obtained from selling bonds- was 
again available to pour out as credit. What- 
ever effect increased reserves may have in 
curbing inflation is likely to be psycho- 
logical, rather than direct. The banks may, 
and some have, accepted this as a warning 
that they have been too generous. with 
credit, and are tightening up on their loans, 
refusing some that they have the money to 
make, if they should want to make them. 


Less Installment Buying 
Might Be Wholesome Thing. ° 


(4) Further curtailment of installment buy- 
ing might well be a wholesome thing. The 
regulations might be made stricter, calling 
for larger down payments, and more ac- 
celerated completion of payments. This 
might bring screams of indignation from 
prospective buyers, and from manufacturers 
in the industriés which have met demands 
of cash buyers and must look for new ¢us- 
tomers among the installment buyers. But 
it might be a good thing for the country. 
Certainly it would tend to bring demand 
more closely into balance with available 
supplies—the objective of all counter-fn- 
flation measures. 

The possibilities discussed have been what 
the Federal Reserve Board might do to 
check the upward spiral in the supply of 
money and credit. There remains what 
the Administration—the White House— 
might do, directly.

spenditig, to produce a budget surplus which 
could be used to retire a portion of the 
Government debt. As the debt is retired 
there will be .fewer Government bonds-in 
the hands of banks and other lenders 
bonds which can be used as a basis for 
inflating the supply of monhéy and credit.”

Lid- 
dell Hart, a well-known British 
military historian, did practically 
the same thing after the first 
war so he was well qualified to 
question, judge, comment and in- 
terpret this time. 

Hitler is portrayed in all his 
megalomania. Sometimes his 
orders were based on sound 
military reasoning, but more 
often they confounded his gen- 
aided in Germany’s 
downfall.- The paralyzing fears 
of crossing the Fuhrér are re- 
vealed together with all their re- 
stilts. The reasons why the in- 
vasion of Russia failed are made 
clear. The advantages ahd dis- 
advantages that go with dictator- 
controlled armies are listed. 


But: most interesting at this 
time are the German generals’ 
reactions to the Russian army. 
The best summary comes from 
Field Marshal von Kleist: “The 
men were first-rate fighters from 
the start, and We owed our suc- 
cess simply to superior training. 
They became first-rate soldiers 
with experience. They fought 
most toughly, had amazing en- 
durance, and could carry on 
without most of the things other 
armies regarded as necessities. 
The staff were quick to learn 
from early defeats and soon be- 
came highly efficient.” 


General Dittmar, whose opin- 
ion the ‘author puts first, says 
the Russians’ chief asset was a 
“soulless indifference’ — some- 
thing more than fatalism.’’ Ditt- 
‘mar adds that Hitler wanted to 
inculcate that same mental at- 
titude in his soldiers, but while 
‘‘we tried to copy the Russians 
in this respect, the Russians 
copied us, more, successfully, in 
tactics.”” General Blumentritt 
stresses that “Russian com- 
manders can make incredible de- 
mands on their men in every way 
—and yet there is no murmur- 
‘ing, no complaint.” Rundstedt 
and Kleist point out that, con- 
trary to general. opinion, Red 
tanks, artillery and infantry 
equipment were excellent from 
the very start. Manteuffel, who 
led many tank raids deep into 
Russia, warns: “You can’t stop 
them like an ordinary army, by 
cutting their commiupications, 
for you rarely find any supply 
columns to strike.”

The author emphasizes that 
when the invasion of Russia be- 
gan to g0 wrong, Brauchitsch 
and Halder wanted to pygll back. 
Hitler, fatally attracted to Mos- 
cow as Napoleon had been, in- 
sisted on pounding away. When 
failure loomed, Hitler sacked 


them, thus cleverly shifting the | 


blame, and himself assumed com- 
mand. Then he switched h’: 
drive to the south and when 
blocked shifted it back’ to Mos- 
cow only to fall into a worse 
mess by holding on too long at 
Stalingrad.

Je not writing a more im-_ 


portant book, and at his age, 
too, is cheerfully accepted. As 
a matter of fact, his book is just 
important enougl. When, with 
fine Wordworthian observation, 
he distinguishes between the do- 
mestic and field cricket by not- 
ing that the latter looks more

like a wrecked Buick, he captures — 


the importance of al! illuminat- 
ing acchracy. 

In “The Beast in Me,” Mr. 
Thurber displays an interior 
menagerie ranging from the in- 
effectual mouse in the corner 
to the ineffectual social lion in 
the other corner. He is anti- 
whimsical in a constructive way 
in a piece on the naming of dogs; 
severely practical in “The Prin- 
cess and the Tin Box,” a lovely 
fairy story which disposes once 
and for all with the notion that 
fairy-tale princesses are dopes 
when it comes to grabbing off 
wealthy suitors. He becomes a 
little tedious in parody. It ob- 
sesses him with its ridiculosity, 


‘that trick of breaking into a 


unity of phrase and then break- 
ing into the break-in. as prac- 
ticed by Henry, the American, by 
your leave, novelist, James. 


More than making up for any 
such lapses are Mr. Thurber’s 
candid descriptions of how he 
draws, and of witty sayings by 
him (with no explanation of how 
he ever thinks them up.) Much 
of his artistic technique consists 
of not knowing how to draw, 
and much of the rest consists 
of. not knowing where to draw. 
The Thurber dog is an excellent 
example on both counts. It was 
intended to be a bloodhound, but 
the legs are short like that be- 
cause the first dog was drawn on 
a telephone pad and there wasn’t 
room. He also tells how, when 
approached to draw new illustra- 
tions for “Alice in Wonderland,” 
he .responded, “Let's keep the

He was at 
work on it for more than a year, 
and it is evident that he has 
talked with many people, combed 
many pages, and done a heap o’ 
listenin’. 

The No. phenomenon of 
soap opera—No. 1 being that 
people listen to it—is Charles 
Robert Douglas Hardy Andrews, 
who, as a repurter on the Chi- 
cago Daily News, on a bet wrote 
a hundred-thousand-word novel 
in seven nights. The novel, 
“Three Girls Lost,” was run 
serially in the Daily News, was 
bought by Fox Films for Loretta 
Young, and attracted the atten- 
tion of two producers of soap 
opera, who hired the author to 
write for them. He wrote radio 
scripts at night, worked for the 
Daily. News during the day, and 
finding time hanging heavy on 
his hands, turned out a novel, 
which was made into a movie, 
“If I Had a Million.” When 
Andrews turned fulltime to soap 
opera, he kept from five to seven 
of ‘them going, averaging the 
equivalent of a long novel every 
two months for 10 years. He has 
written “Ma Perkins,” and “Just

OAP opera, as Mr. Thurber 
explains it, is an opiate with 
which 20 million women dull 
their sorrows. They find escape 
in the suffering of the all-virtu- 
ous sOap women and the salva- 
tion of the weak soap men they 
dominate. This selis goods so 
readily that nearly $35,000,000 a 
year is spent on it. The listening 
women want essentially the same 
unreal characters and the same 
artificial situations retold time 
and again, preferably without 
humor, and the he. with changes 
or improvements. 

The popularity, for a time, of 
the late “Vic and Sade,” which 
Was -accountcd by Edgar Lee 
Masters to be the best American 
humor then going, is a mystery 
of the trade. Efforts to raise soap 
opera above the level of the arti- 
ficial and banal have almost in- 
variably failed. The only one that 
ever won a Peabody award for 
radio excellence—‘“Against the 
Storm” — lasted three years, 
while “Just Plain Bul,” as “Just 
Plain Bill” is sometimes’ more 
accurately called, has been on the 
air 16 years and seems to have 
solved the secret of perpetual 
emotion. 


When a soap character mar- 
ries, the networks receive truck- 
loads of presents; and when one 
of these shadowy voices falters 
and dies, thousands of telegrams 
of condolence. An actor who was 
found playing the husband on 
two serials was warned by a 
listening woman that unless he 
mended his ways she meant to 
denounce him to the world. Even 
a soap husband who asked his 
soap wife to say “‘Ah”’ instead of 
“Prunes” before he kissed her 
was halted by the outraged ac- 
tress because he was impairing 
the impression of soap-opera vir- 
tue she was trying to create.

Zone Now Bolsters In- 
dustry in West.

BERLIN, Oct. 23 (AP)—The 
Russian blockade ‘of Berlin has 
boomeranged by aiding the very 
thing they are trying to sabotage 
— westerr German recovery, 
American officials said tonight. 


“The coal and steel we used to 
ship out of west Germany into the 
Russian zone and Berlin is now 
being put to work speeding indus- 
trial production in the three west- 
_ern zones,” said Lawrence Wilkin- 
son, economics adviser to the 
United States commander in Ger- 
many. The Russian zone has been 
weakened by lack of those vital 
supplies, he said. * 


Thus the Russian strategy for 
undermining the European Re 
covery Program and the forma- 
tion of a strong west German 
state has backfired. 


‘Meantime, Allied officials say 
the Communists are pushing the 
old tactic of fomenting strikes 
and discontent amorfg workers to. 
cut their production. 

Ruhr Main Target. 

The rich mining and manufac- 
turing region of the Ruhr ap- 
pears to be their main target. 
There, Allied officials report in- 
tense Communist propaganda, es- 
pecially among the miners. The 
propagandists tell the miners 
“Why sweat for American. capi- 
talists?” 

Officials say this propaganda is 
partly to blame for the low output 
per man among miners. Commu- 
nist incitement is also evident in 
some of the recent mass demon- 
strations against high prices in 
west Germany. 

With the extra coal and _ steel 
diverted from east Germany, how- 
ever, production is booming in the 
west. This also helps the Allies 
who finance west Germany’s im- 
ports of food and raw materials. 

The Westérn Allies “may actu- 
ally be making money on this 
blockade, in the long run,” Wilkin- 
son. said—despite the huge eost of 
eae ag blockaded Berliners by 
air. 

Western ‘Berlin however, is 
lagging far behind western Ger- 
many in economic progress. Its 
factories work part time, or not at 
all, for lack of coal and steel. 
Reds Admit It Hurts. 
Even the Communists have ad- 
mitted that industrial production 
is sagging in the Russian . zone 
since the blockade. Communist 
newspapers complain bitterly 
about the. “counter-blockade” im- 
posed by the British and ‘Ameri- 
cans. 
‘This counter-blockade has cut 
off the Russian zone from its 
normal supplies—principally hard 
coal, steel and machinery—from 
industrial, coakrich western Ger- 
many 
Wilkinson estimated the Russian 
zone has lost’ several hundred 
thousands tons of hard coal, and 
is losing about 25,000 tons of steel 
every month. 
The Western Allies. turned an- 
other screw to tighten their coun- 
ter-blockade today. They shut off 
the gas mains carrying scarce 
supplies of gas from western Ber- 
lin into the Russian sector. An 
American spokesman said this was 
because the low gas pressure 
caused by plant repairs in the 
Russian sector was draining gas 
from the severely-rationed western 
sectors. 
Also, he added, the action served 
as a reprisal for the firing of non- 
Communist Germans at the main 
‘gas works office in the Soviet 
sector. :

A French Government official 
here said the cruiser Duguay- 
trouin had been ordered to Pon- 


dichery, capital of the scattered 
French settlements in India. Pon- 
dichery is on the Bay of Bengal 
across southern India from Mahe. 
The cruiser is expected Tuesday. 


Governor’s Version. 


Gov. Charles Baron, commis- 
sioner for French India, attribut- 
ed the rioting in Mahe and unrest 
in other French Indian towns to 
“external pressure” in connection 
with municipal elections scheduled 
for tomorrow. 

Baron assailed particularly the 
tactics of the All-Indian Congress 
party, which favors union of 
French India with the Dominion 
of India. 

(The French embassy in New 
Delhi said it had been informed 
the trouble in Mahe was caused 
by several thousand persons who 
entered Mahe from Indian terri- 
tory. He said the elections could 
not be held in Mahe because the 
rioters burned the municipal rec- 
ords.): 

The elections were scheduled in 
Mahe, Pondichery, Karikal and 
Yanaon—four towns of French 
India—for the naming of 202 
municipal representatives. Three 
members of the Indian council for 
French India résigned last week 
in protest over setting tomorrow 
as the election date. 


French Offices Raided. 


A telephoned dispatch from 
Calicut, below Mahe on the Mala- 
bar coast, said 10,000 Indians 
pillaged the Frencl. administrative 
offices in Mahe, yesterday. 

Members of the Mahajana Sab- 
ha, a Hindu political group, and 
| Socialist party volunteers were re- 
ported participating’ in the revolt 
against French rule. An official 
of Mahajana Sabha said the re- 
volt was a “spontaneous rising of 
the people against the unprovoked 
aggression of French authorities.” 

The dispatch from Tellicherry 
| said the Mayor of Mahe sent a 
telegram to the Indian Govern- 
ment in New Delhi saying the 
French administgation had col- 
lapsed and asking the Indian Gov- 
erment to take over.

Processing is done in a six by 
36-foot metal cylinder, into which 
jstacks of lumber to be processed 
are rolled on huge rail-car cradles. 
Locked in, moisture is withdrawn 
from the wood by vacuum, the 
chemicals shot in under high pres- 
sure. After treatment, a car-load 
of wood, wet with the chemical, 
is rolled across a short space to a 
newly built dry kiln. .Frem the 
kiln, the treated and dried lumber 
goes into open-air storage ‘under 
roof, then to the woodworking ma- 
chines, as required. 

The processed wood is‘ slightly 
darker than ‘natural wood, the 
chemical acting as a filler.

When the states of our great nation become 
concerned about their natural and wildlife resources, it is to the 
Missouri Conservation Commission that they turn for guidance. 
And to Sydney Stephens, more than to any other individual, 
must go credit for establishing this outstanding agency and for 
its continued successful functioning. As in other states, the 
conservation of our natura! and wildlife resources was for many 
years handled on a basis of politica] expediency. 

The Game Commission itself was a political football, kicked 
back and forth with changing administrations; utterly lacking 
in any sound, scientific, long-term policy. Other resources, ex- 
cept for purposes of exploitation, received but little attention 
from our state government

@ IT WAS ABOUT 12 YEARS AGO that a group of outstand- 
ing citizens decided something should be done about our natural 
resources—and that the first step should be to take their man- 
agement and administration out of politics.

HE quiet bustle of ordinary 
traffic was interrupted by the 
insistent wail of a distant po- 
lice siren. Rising from a low moan 
to a high-pitched shriek, , 
and rising it w louder 
and louder as the police car ap- 
proached. The frantic waving of a 
state trooper warned cars to pull 


over to the side of the road, and - 


two motorcycle policemen sped 
into sight, followed by a line of 
long, low busses. Traffic lights 
were flashed to green, and at every 
crossing the policeman held up 
long lines of machines to let the 
procession pass. Pedestrians, 
alarmed by the screech of the 
siren, stopped to watch the busses 
go by.

New York Psychologist Finds Key to Inscrip- 
tion on Stone Images on Pacific 


fies Tale. 


By HOWARD W. BLAKESLEE

NEW YORK, Oct. 23—An elope- 
ment of more than a thousand 
years ago has cleared up the mys- 
tery of Easter island in the mid- 
Pacific, home of famed 50-ton, 68- 
foot tall stone images. 

The elopement is a _ tradition, 
passed on for centuries Eas- 
ter’s riatives, but not credited, and 
not told to the outside world until 
now. It is borne out by the dis- 
covery of a translation key to 
the symbols which are chiseled on 
the mysterious images, and also 
on wooden idols, on wooden tab- 
lets and on the island rocks. 

These picture-writing symbols 
(glyphs) support the old love 
story. The discovery of the glyph 
key was made by Dr. Werner 
Wolff, psychologist of Bard Col- 
lege, Annandale-on-Hudson, New | 
York, who gathered all the rec- 
ords of the last 200 years, since 
the island was found by white 


men. 
Story Told in Book. 

Dr. Wolff tells the story in a 
book, “Island of Death,” published 
by J. J. Augustine, New York. 
The title comes from the nature 
of the now-translated glyphs, 
which are. religious and deal 
mainly with death and with re- 
birth. The glyphs were written 
by a people who feared death 
more than anything else. 

Easter island is a triangle, 13 
miles by seven, with shores whose 
cliffs are sometimes 1000 feet 
high and bordered with several 
extinct volcanoes. It is far from 
steamship routes. Several hun- 
dred natives, many of them de- 
scendants of the original settlers, 
still live there. 

For two centuries Easter has 
been known as the mystery island. 
It has been called the birthplace 
of western culture... It has been 
surmised to be the last peak re- 
maining above the waves when a 
continent sank in the Pacific. 

It is neither of these, according 
to the facts turned up by Dr. 
Wolff, but is a culture with ear- 
marks of Egyptian civilization, 
planted on Easter islana probably 
not before 800 A.D. The only re- 
maining mystery is how people 
who had no ropes and who lacked 
wood good enough to make stout 
rollers, were able to move the 
huge statues. Native stories say

LLEYS of the city’s No. 1 Eyesore area disclose 
the real squalor and wretchedness of life in this 
teeming slum.

It is this district (Fourteenth-Grand-Market-Olive-
